If there 
w as 
any doubt 
that 
the 
nation s prisons were doing a poor job 
of retraining their prisoners into worth­ 
while citizens, it was dispelled by the 
FBI disclosure that nearly two-thirds 
of tnose released from prison in 1963 
were back under arrest five years later. 
How much of the annual cost of crime 
in the United States is caused by the 
repeater has not been calculated, but 
it must be considerable. Obviously, the 
sizeable 
increases in 
major 
crim es 
recorded year after year will not be 
reversed until some way is found to 
keep prison graduates from resuming 
their lawless ways. 
Graduate is an appropriate term for 
the ex-convict in view of the evidence 
that prisons 
frequently are training 


grounds for converting the first of­ 
fender into a hardened criminal. This 
is particulary true of m any juvenile 
institutions. 
Studies 
which 
have 
confirmed 
prim itive 
conditions 
under 
which 
juveniles exist side by side with warped 
crim inals, subject to their perverted 
desires, are as voluminous as they are 
sickening. 
What is being done about this? Very 
little. The federal governm ent spends 
about S5 million a year in all the states 
to 
plan and 
operate 
projects 
to 
rehabilitate 
juvenile 
offenders 
and 
prevent juvenile delinquency. 
The cost to the public for permitting 
this folly to continue will be infinitely 
greater than $5 million.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A spe­ 
cial Pentagon 
committee F ri­ 
day endorsed ROTC as a “ high­ 
ly desirable method” of supply­ 
ing military officers and rec­ 
ommended a greater university 
role in overseeing a strength­ 
ened program. 
Six 
college 
educators 
and 
three senior m iltary officers is­ 
sued the 61-page report w-hich 
urged a more active role for col­ 
lege faculty aad adm inistrators 
rn picking instructors and shap­ 
ing curriculum. 
The 
comm ittee 
challenged 
foes of ROTC by recommending 
appropriate academic credit for 
the courses, faculty status for 
the officer-instructors and con­ 
tinued wearing of uniforms and 
military drill on campus. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird appointed the commit­ 
tee last spring amid rising cam ­ 
pus opposition to ROTC. It was 
headed by Dr. George C. S. Ben­ 
son, political science professor 
at 
Claremont 
Mens 
College, 
Calif. 
The committee said 
it 
be­ 
lieves that the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps should be con­ 
tinued as "a 
major procure­ 
ment source" of officers for the 
Army, Navy and Air Force. 
ROTC currently supplies more 
than half the regular officers. 
"The committee believes that 
ROTC 
is 
a 
highly desirable 
method of officer procurement 
for tile United States of Ameri­ 
ca,” the report said. 
“ ROTC has the advantages of 
(A) supporting American con­ 
cepts of 
civilian-military rela­ 
tionships. (B) Providing a blend 
of civilian and military back­ 
ground for many young offi­ 
cers.”
